35 on Big Creek, on the line dividing North and South Walsing- 
ham ; a!so some repairs on Bridge No. 86, which is a smaller over- 
flow bridge at same place. 


SPECIFICATION OF REPAIRS. 


No. 85—Forty feet of this bridge to be replanked with three 
inch oak fourteen feet long. 


No. 86 —West span to be strengthened by timber crosswise of 
stringers and blocked on west bank. Centre span to have two new 
stringers of good oak or chestnut sixteen feet long and not !ess than 
eight inches think at small end after squarred, east span two string- 
ers twelve feet long of same quality and size as those in centre © 
span. ‘This repair work has all been completed satisfactorily. 


We would also recommend that Bridge No. 85 be painted. 


And that the dry cut north of No. 35 be cleaned out to let the 
over-flow cut anew channel direct to mouth of bridge, which 
would be of great benefit to the abutments of this bridge. 


By arrangement between Oakland and Townsend part of the 
Townline has been graded and gravelled. In this work is included 
the 200 feet of roadway at the County Cement Arch No. 15. Half 
the total cost which is $72.92 is $36.46, payable to Township of 
Townsend.

‘The description of the road is as 
follows :—Commencing at the intersection of the Road allowance

We, your Committee on Roads and Bridges, beg to report in a 
summary manner the work done under this Committee. 


In July those of the Committe concerned met on Concession 7 
Walsingham, and arranged for repair work to be done on Bridges 
Numbers 35 and 86, which was completed at a cost for labor and 
material of $85.86. Later in the season a wash out caused some 
work to be done at a cost of $3.75. 


Some grading and gravelling was done on the townline between 
Oakland and Townsend at a total cost to each County (Norfolk and 
Brant) $36.46. 
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Owing to change in Norfolk County Road System a bridge over 
Big Creek has been added tothe list Thisis a steel structure 
with stone abutments 100 feet in length with 14 feet plank floor.

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By-Law No. 556 


A By-Law to License, Regulate and Govern persons, who go from 
place to place or to a particular place in the County of Norfolk to 
purchase fowl : 


WHEREAS itis desirable to pass a By-Law under the-pro- 
visions of the Ontario Statutes 15 George VY. Chapter 59, Section 
19 and Sub-sections thereunder. 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal Corpo- 
ration of the County of Norfolk and it is hereby enacted as follows: 


1.—All the persons who go from place to place or to a particu- 
lar place within the County of Norfolk to purchase fowl, shall pro- 
cure a license from the County Clerk of said County for such 
purpose. 


2.—LEivery licensee under this By-Law is required to keep a 
correct record of his cr her purchases and to report to the High 
Constable of the County on the First of each month for the pur- 
chases of the previous month, the names and addresses of the per- 
sons from whom the fowl are purchased and the kind and number 
of the fowls so purchased and every licensee under this By-Law 
who fails to make such return will be liable to a penalty of not less 
than One Dollar and not more than Five Dollars, together with 
costs recoverable before the County Magistrate or a Justice of the 
Peace under The Ontario Summary Conviction Act. 


8.—The fee for the said license shall be the sum of One Dollar 
and shall be paid annually on the First day of January or when 
issued, in each year and each license shall terminate on December 
the 81st of each year. 


4.—Any person who does business within the County of Nor- 
folk for which-a license is required under this By-Law, without a 
license shall be punishable by a fine of not more than Fifty Dollars 
and not less than One Dollar besides costs which shall be recovera- 
ble and may be enforced under the Ontario Summary Convictions 
Act. 
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5.—The licensee shall at all times whilst .carrying on his or 
her business, have his .or her license*with him or her, and shall 
upon demand exhibit it to any Peace Officer,.and if he fails to do 
so shall, unless the same is accounted for satisfactorily, incur a 
penalty of not less than One Dollar or more than Five Dollars with 
costs which shall be recoverable and may be inforced under The © 
Ontario Summary Convictions Act. 


6.—This By-Law shall not apply to'a wholesale or retail mer- 
chant carrying on business and occupying premises within the 
County of Norfolk for the purposes of such business nor to his bona 
fide servants or employees. 


7.—This By-Law shall include the boundary lines’and high- 
ways between the County of Norfolk and adjoining counties.
